Over $2,000,000 Instead 
Of $275,000 Collected 

In the article in last week’s Jour¬ 
nal dealing with the Mine Owners

government every year since 1918, 
and not the total revenue during 
the 8 years this tax has been in op¬ 
eration, The total amount paid by 
the coal operators of the province of 
Alberta to the provincial govern 
ment under this act, which has been 
pronounced ultra vires by the Su¬ 
preme Court, has been over two 
millions of dollars.

collected over $2,000,000 in taxes 
from the coal operators since 1918 
without any legal grounds for so 
doing.

Nova Scotia’s coal output for the 
year ended September 30, was 6,- 
600,000 tons, as against 3,200,000 
tons for the previous year. 

Tonnage of freight handled over 
the Halifax piers during the year of 
1926 shows an increase of nearly 18 
per cent. During the season 1,012 
trans-Atlantic steamships entered 
the port, as compared with 980 dur¬ 
ing the season of 1925. 

Herod’s Pride, the mare imported 
into Canada by the Prince of Wales, 
and owned by Fred Johnston of Cal¬ 
gary, since last September, has been 
sold to the Brown Shasta Stud Farm 
in California for a sum in excess 
of $5,000. 

Wholesale fish firms of Yarmouth 
and Halifax report that 1926 was 
a record year, as to the demand for 
fresh and smoked fish in Canadian 
and United States markets. Ship¬ 
ments were frequently made from 
Halifax to western Canada and 
points in California. 

Immigration to Canada for the 
eleven months of the calendar 1926 
ended November 30, amounted to 
130,569 persons, according to a re¬ 
cent statement issued by the De¬ 
partment of Immigration and Colon¬ 
isation. This is an increase of 61 
per cent, over the same period of 
1925, when the total immigration 
was 80,904.

For six weeks from August 22, 
Canada will be the host to the Bri-I 
tish Empire Mining and Metalurgi- 
cal congress at its second triennial 
meeting. The convening of this 
important and farflung body in 
Canada is a signal honor to the Do¬ 
minion and an outstanding tribute] 
to its high standing as a mineral 
producer. 

The congress will bring to the 
Dominion individuals eminent 
their profession from every corner] 
of the empire. With the opening] 
of the congress, yet six months off, 
650 delegates have notified their in¬ 
tention to be present, and these re¬ 
present 80 countries in Africa, 
America, Asia, Australia and Eu-] 
rope. 

Naturally, it will be the aim of 
the Canadian government and min¬ 
ing bodies that these men carry 
away with them the most adequate 
views on Canadian mineral resour¬ 
ces, their present state of exploita¬ 
tion, and possibilities of future de¬ 
velopment. Meetings have been ar¬ 
ranged at all the centers of mining 
activity in the Dominion—Mon¬ 
treal, Ottawa, Sudbury, Rouyn, 
Cobalt, Kirkland Lake, Timmins, 
Winnipeg, Saskatoon, Calgary, Ed¬ 
monton, Banff, Crow’s Nest Pass, 
Cadomin and Vancouver. There 
will be an eastern and a western 
tour, the former covering 4,600 
miles of travel and the latter 7,600 
miles, which will be made in spe¬ 
cial trains The congress, as plan¬ 
ned, will-be the most complete ed¬ 
ucation possible on Canadian min¬ 
ing and its possibilities 

The mining industry in Canada 
is the third largest individual con 
tributor to Dominion revenue, fol¬ 
lowing agriculture and forestry. Id 
1926 a new high record of produc 
tion was achieved when the output 
had a value of $242,866,000 The 
remarkable growth of the Canadian 
mining industry is disclosed in a 
retrogressive survey, which reveals 


The Maorj Rugby Football team, 
who have recently completed a suc¬ 
cessful tour of France and Great | 
Britain, passed through Montreal 
recently en route over the Canadian 
Pacific lines to Vancouver, where 
they sailed for New Zealand Janu¬ 
ary 27. This team won, during 
their eight-month tour, 22 of 31 
games played. 

According to recent compilation 
by the Canadian Government, Can¬ 
ada now leads the world in public 
per capita distribution of electricity 
from central power stations. The 
figures of kilowatt-hours generated 
per capita per annum by the five 
leading countries are: Canada, 1,260; 
Switzerland, 886; United States, 
681; Sweden, 467; Norway, 370. 

The Russian Government is to 
buy another herd of Canadian 
horses this spring, it was announced 
at the Alberta Provincial Horse 
Breeders’ Association meeting in 
Calgary recently. R. E. Wilson, 
Dominion Government agent, who 
’was responsible for the statement, 
declared that from 2,000 to 5,000 
horses would be required. 

The year 1926 was a banner year 
for the British Columbia coast 
steamship service of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, according to Cap¬ 
tain J. W. Troup, manager of that 
branch of the C.P.R. fleet. The 
“Princess Marguerite" and the 
“Princess Kathleen," in the triangu¬ 
lar service, make a fine record and ] 
the Alaskan tourist business was 
brisk. 

For the first time in the history 
of Alberta, alfalfa seed is being 
shipped to Denmark. This Is regis¬ 
tered Grimm alfalfa grown by the 
Grimm Alfalfa Seed Growers’ As¬ 
sociation, at Brooks, which this year 
produced one-third of a million 
pounds of this seed. It appears that 
Danish growers have experimented 
with this seed in the past and have 
now placed an order for 60,000 
pounds.

Association has requested the Prov¬ 
incial Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources to appoint and send over¬ 


seas a Commission to enquire into 
the conditions under which Nova 
Scotia apples are marketed. ' 
suggested personnel is, the Secre¬ 
tary of the Nova Scotia Fruit 
Growers’ Association, a representa¬ 
tive of the United Fruit Companies 
and the newly appointed Provincial 
Horticulturist, Prof. Middleton.

Its 
crowning glory is a steaming tea 
urn and its appearance is the signal 
for the skaters to gather round to 
sip real English tea. The innova¬ 
tion has proven a great success for 
it adds the finishing touch to an 
afternoon’s skate. 

A new variety of wheat has been 
developed by Frank Larcombe, of 
Minburn, Alberta. Its vital quality 
is its drought resisting strength. 
This new variety of grain has been 
registered at Ottawa as “Vermilion.” 
In 1919 Mr. Larcombe discovered 
in his wheat crop a few head that 
were obviously crossbred and that 
showed drought resisting quality. He 
kept the kernels, sewed them in 
1920, and gradually built up 1,000 
bushels. The wheat is also reported 
to be heavy yielding.
